Expenses Of Candidates 
Are Limited In British 


People’s Act 


NEW YORK, April 9—Legisla- 
tion to limit and control political 
expenditures recently proposed 
in the Canadian house of com- 
mons by Hon. C. G, Powers, min- 
ister of pensions and national 
health, has counterparts in Great 
Britain and the United States, 
One of the main purposes of the 
proposed Canadian law is to limit 
the expenditures which may be 
incurred in promoting the election 
of any candidate for membership 
in the house of commons. 

LIMITS EXPENSES 

In Britain, the representation of 
the People’s Act limits the ex- 
penses of a candidate for election 
purposes, It defines also, that none 
but candidate, his agents and 
sub-agent may legally incur ex- 
penses in connection with the elec- 
tion, 

In a county riding six pence (12 
cents) is allowed for each vote. For 
borough constituencies the per 
capita amount is slightly less. Pur- 
chasing votes, promising employ- 
ment to individuals, or “treating” 
voters, contravenes the act and can 
result in voiding the election, im- 
position of a heavy fine, and dis- 
qualification of the candidate in all 
further elections. 


ITEMIZED ACCOUNT 


he 


An itemized account of all elec- | 


tion expenses must be submitted to 
the returning officer within 28 days 
after the election, The act does not 
require inclusion of the candidate's 
personal expenses, his election de- 
posit, or his agent's fee. 

In the United States, 
Corrupt Practices Act requires the 
treasurer of all political 
tees to file a periodic return to the 
House of Representatives of all | 
contributions received and monies 
expended. A list of names and ad- 
dresses of all contributors of more 
than $100 and a similar list of per- 
sons receiving in excess of $10 
from the funds must accompany 
the report. | 


LIMITS AMOUNT | 


The act likewise limits in the 
same manner as the British act, the 
constituency per capita amount al- | 
lowed for election expenses. A! 
candidate for the Senete is allowed | 
three cents fon each vote but the | 
amount may not exceed $25,000. A 
candidate for the House of Repre- | 
sentatives is allowed the same per 
capita amount as for the Senate but 
the total amount can not exceed | 
$5,000,

Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 

The important subject of food combinations 
is one which merits the attention of both the 
sick and the well. In preparing the meal, or in 
selecting food in a restaurant, it is necessary to 
combine the different foods so that they will be 
correct from the standpoint of physiological 
chemistry; that is, mixtures agreeing with each 
other must be used. 

It must be understood that it is not what we 
eat indiscriminately which supplies our bodies, 
but what we digest and assimilate and convert 
int) tissue. Even though the most wholesome 
food is used, as long as it is improperly mixed 
with other foods so that there is a constant battle 
going on between the different foodstuffs, the 
body will be unable to extract the full nourish- 
ment it requires; at least, not without a great ex- 
penditure of energy. In the human digestive 
system, foods must be considered from the stand- 
point of proper agreement during the chemical 
digestion occurring in the digestive tract. 

The most practical plan is to use one strongly 
nourishing food at a meal, in combination with 
other foods which combine well, are more easily 
digested, and fill up in an adequate manner. The 
two most important kinds of food, and those 
which are the most nourishing, are the proteins 
and the starches, and it seems a good plan not 
to use them both at the same meal. Possibly 
the simplest manner in which to set forth the 
way of using these foods is to discuss the pro- 
teins separately, giving you my point of view as 
to how this kind of food may be used to best 
advantage. 

Meat is the principal protein food and is prob- 
ably needed by the body more than any other 
foodstuff. If it is not used, then some other kind 
of protein must be substituted for it as protein 
s indispensable to living tissue. Meat is digested 
by humans in much the same way as by the 
carnivorous animal. No change takes place in 
meat while it is in the mouth other than that it 
is broken up into smaller particles. Meat seems 
to be digested in the stomach just as easily in 
large pieces as though it were in small pieces. 
The stion of meat begins in the stomach and 
is al 
being liquefied 7 the chemical action of the 
Bastric juice upon it. Thus liquefied it is ready 
to pass into the small intestine. 

Th 1e digestive juice of the stomach

acid nature, and the gh elements in the 
ga juice can act only in this acid medium. If 
starch is mixed with the meat, the starch will re- 


quire an alkaline medium and will thus delay 
the digestion of the meat. 


When carnivorous animals eat meat they also 
devour the bones and organs of their prey .and 
thus secure additional elements. When man 
eats meat, however, he discards certain parts and 
finds a substitute for them by adding the non- 
starchy vanitat These latter provide bulk 
to be used with protein.

They may 
disappear for a moment only to flash back again 
These black spots appear to be in front of the 
eyes but are really caused by small cells in the 
virvitreous humor h become more or le.

opaque when looking at light-colored objects. 
The cells cast shadows on the retina and it is the 
shadows wt you see when you notice the 
black specks. Such spots are not as a general 
rule, of any serious significance, and do not in- 


terfere with the vision. This symptom may occur 
in perfectly normal eyes and is likely to be more 
noticeable when the patient is tired, after he has 
strained the eyes, or when he has developed a 
toxic condition: A toxemia produced by indiges- 
tion, liver trouble, or constipation is the usual 
cause. Judging solely from your description of 
your case it is likely that the wavy lines are due 
to auto-intoxication, and I suggest that the best 
plan is to send for my general article along this 
line.

CORRESPONDENT wants to Know why women worry so much more 

than men do. He says: “No one can fix a woman so she won't worry, 
because if she hasn't a real trouble she can manufacture a synthetic one 
that is just as good to lose sleep over. She can worry herself sick over 
things that happened 20 years ago, and over things that might possibly 
happen 10 years hence

“She can spoil the flavor of her cake by worrying over the fear 
| of not having bread tomorrow. She can worry over having money 
dnd not having it; over being sick and being well; over everything 
that can happen and can't happen. The woman who worried herself 
into nervous prostration over her baby daughter growing up and 
maybe marrying a man who would beat her is no character out of the 
comic strip. She is our mother, or our wife, and she spoils all of the 
pleasure she might have and gets crows’ feet borrowing trouble ahead 
about things that never happen. Why does she do it?” 

Well, doubtless it is atavistic. Women were born that way. Besides, 
they enjoy it. Women never consider it quite the correct thing to be 
happy, and they get a lot of comfort out of secret sorrows that they can 
confide to anybody who will listen. But, if they worry more than men do, 
it is because they have more to worry over. 


Consider looks, for instance, which is one of the things that women 
have to worry over from the cradle to the grave. A man’s looks are strict. 
ly between him, his barber and his tailor. He doesn't have to acquire a 
perpetual headache over retaining his boyish figure, nor Ictting his hair 
get grizzled, nor being easy on the eyes.

Pounds Is Noted In 
Dressed Weight 


OTTAWA, April 9.—Canada’s 
reindeer herd, moved from Alas- 
ka to the Mackenzie river delta 
to bolster the natives’ food sup- 
ply, has wintered in excellent 
condition, according to reports 
reaching the department of mines 
and resources. 

The deer are now on their way 
to summer range on Richards Is- 
lands, near the mouth of the Mac- 
kenzie. The herding of the ani- 
mals northward is being done in a 
leisurely manner as they are now 
approaching the fawning season. 
SHELTERED VALLEY 

When they reach the fawning 

grounds the animals are herded in- 
to a sheltered valley where ‘good 
grazing is available, Fawning usu- 
ally middle of 
April and continues until about the 
end of May. 

Under the watchful eye of the 
Gepariment, the reindeer are thriv- 
ing and an increase from 150 to 165 
pounds in the average dressed
